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A MOBILE PROBABLE TALL KING UNIT IS NEWLY IDENTIFIED AT THE
PRAVDINSK AIR WARNING RADAR FACILITY, 6.5 NAUTICAL MILES NORTHWEST
OF PRAVDINSK, USSR AT 56-33N 43-22E.

THE PROBABLE TALL KING ANTENNA IS COMPLEMENTED BY TWO ANTENNA VANS,
THREE CONTROL VANS, AND AT LEAST THREE SMALL MISCELLANEOUS VANS. A
PREVIOUSLY REPORTED RADAR SITE CONTAINING TWO BACK NETS, ONE PROBABLE
SIDE NET, AND ONE POSSIBLE THIN SKIN RADAR IS LOCATED APPROXIMATELY
2098 FEET EAST OF THE PROBABLE TALL KING ANTENNA.

THE REMAINDER OF THE FACILITY CONSISTS OF THREE “T"-SHAPED
AREAS, SIMILAR IN SIZE AND APPEARANCE TO THE AREA OCCUPIED BY THE
BACK NET RADARS, AND AT LEAST 11 SUPPORT BUILDINGS.
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THE OVERALL APPEARANCE OF THIS FACIiﬁTY SUGGESTS THE FUNCTION

OF A PROBABLE RADAR TRAINING SCHOOL.
